Engineer Hammond of the efficiency bu“ 
reau's staff conducted the party from the 
roof through the building, showing where 
tests had been made.

“ As far as we have gone there isn’t much 
faulty work,“ said Engineer Wells. Our 
investigation will be complete. We'll ex- 
amine every column said to have been left 
bare of concrete and we'll test the quality of 
all the maierial that has been used.

Dr. Nagelschmidt believes this method will 
be particularly useful in dealing with large 
surface cancers, jally of the type calied 
“en culrasse.” He has successfully operated 
on three or four cancers ahd has also re 
moved tonsils without loss of blood. 


Shylock Lived Too Soon. 

If Shylock had known of this method he 
could have had his pound of flesh bicodlessly.

in Modern Game, Writes 
, Eekersall. 


DUE TO FORWARD PASSES; 


Four. Quarter Rule and open 
Plays Also Demand Quick- 
est Sort of Attack. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

That speed. individually and collectively. 
is one of the most important factors in foot- 
ball is shown with the playing of every con- 
test. Even in the old game, the quickness of 
attack in taking advantage of opponents’ 
slowness, in lining up was a thing sought for 
by all coaches, but under the present rules 
the quickness with which an offensive team 
gets into position for an attack has a great 
effect on the result of the plays. 

When the forward pase with all its posst- 
bilities was first introduced in 1906, speed 
then was seen to be a most important factor 
toward the ultimate success of plays, and 
with each succeeding year this football es- 
sential has increased in importance. With 
the game divided into four quarters of fifteen 
minutes each, a great deal depends upon the 
successive quickness with which plays are 
executed and the speed of each player who 
performs an important nme in each forma- 


tion. 
Series Plays Gain Ground, 

With most of the larger college elevens 
having series plays, which is a good thing, 
especially if the games are played before 
large crowds, the success of these plays de- 
pends almost entirely upon the quickness 
with which they are executed and the alert- 
ness of the offensive team in taking advan- 
tage of any weakness of its opponents. N oth- 
ing in football will demoralize a team quicker | 
than to have an offensive eleven get it on the | 
run so that the defensive players do not know 
what to expect, and when a teamisinsucha 
state of confusion the quicker the plays are 
executed the better results will be obtained. 

Long and thorough signal drills are the 
only forms of practice which will help a team 
to obtain this speed, and when the plays are thor- 
oughly mastered the eleven should be given plenty 
of scrimmage practice with the scrubs or fresh- 
men in order that all possible obstacies may be 
overcome and rectified before important games 
are played. Speed cannot be obtained in an at- 
tack if each player on the team does not know 
the signals thoroughly wages his position on each 
play of the series. 


Machines e for Plays. 


Series plays are used to promote speed of at- 
tack, and if each player does not know his part of 
the.formations perfectly the valde of the series ts 
lost. A player, no matter how badly he is hurt, 
shotild always try to get into position for the sec- 
ond or third play of the series, for in the majority 
of cases the coaches do not depend upon the first 
play to gain much ground, but rely almost entirely 
on the deception and quickness of the second play 
to gain the required distance. 

It generally happens that a three play series has 
to be broken up if one or two yards remain to be 
gained on the third down if the third play of the 
series calls for an end run or some other attack 
which is not so sure of resulting in first down as 
an offtackle plunge or some other play in which the 
runner gets up to the line of scrimmage as quickly 
as possible. In most cases the second play is con- 
sidered the ground gaining attack of the series 
and its effectiveness depends upon the speed in 
which the players take their relative positions. 

The object of a speedy attack is to catch the op- 
ponent off guard in a manner which allows the of- | 
rensive team to get the charge on the defensive 
players. It génerally happens in series plays that 
one of the tackles or both and end Hine up on the 
other side of the line as the players are taking 
their positions after a scrimmage, and before the 
opposing eleven. becomes aware of the shift the 
play is snapped off and substantial results ob- 


tained 
Attack Should Ge Fast. 


An offensive team with a strong and varied at- 
tack should be driven at full speed at all timee 
except near the goal. when the offensive team 
should take careful pains to see that every attack 
is concentrated and every player is in position for 
the supreme effort. Whenever the secondary de- 
tense is drawn up close to the line it must be re- 
membered that it is much harder to gain ground. 
and the captain of the side in possession of the 
ball should see to it that every player understands 
thoroughly the signal and his function in the play.

SOME REMARKS UPON CONSPIR- 
ACIES. 

Tun Tainuxn has no desire to encour- 
age public prejudgment of the charge tf 
jury bribing brought against Attorney 
Charles E. Erbstein. The evidence 
against him, as well as that adduced io 
his defense, will be presented in a court 
of law and thence will find its way 
through the press to the public, which may 
then come to its own conclusions.

It is rich in ma- 
terial wealth, rich in the character of its 
population, rich in its potential resources, 
Illinois requires therefore a great state 
university, never lacking in means tor 
fruitful service in education and research.

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ISCOUNT HOOD'S brother and next 
‘heir, Capt. the Hon, Horace 
— Just been appointed to take 
ot the Royal Naval college at Osborne. 
As he married a few months ago at 
Burlington, Ia, Mrs. George Nickerson, 
widow of a wealthy New Englander of that 
name, and daughter of the late M. Towzalin 
of the Santa Fe and of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Northern railroads, it is she who. 
will have a species of supervision over King 
George's second son, Prince Albert, who is 
a pupil at the naval college. 


Of course she will have nothing to do with 


his studies. But as the wife of the command- 
ant of the naval academy she will be brought 
much into contact with the royal lad, as well 
as with the other sons of the king, who are 
all of them to receive a part of their educa- 


tion at Osborne, while she also will be called“ 


upon to play the réle of hostess to Queen 
Mary whenever the latter goes to Osborne 
to visit her boys. 

Capt. Hood, who was attached for a short 
time to the British embassy at Washington, 
has had a distinguished career. He was a 
midshipman on board the Callfope in the 
great hurricane at Samoa in 1889, when that 
warship was handled in such a magnificent 
fashion as to excite the enthusiasm of the 
entire civilized world. He commanded one of 
the gunboats on the Nile in the Soudan’ wan, 
which ended in the victory at Omdurman and 
the taking of Khartoum, and later on saw 
more active service at the head of the naval 
brigade in the military operations in Somali- 
land against the Mad Mullah. 

— 

Capt. Hood and his elder brother, the pres - 
ent Viscount Hood, who is unmarried, are 
the great-great-grandsons of that famous 
British admiral who won his elevation to 
the peerage by his numerous naval victories, 
and especially by his capture of the island of 
‘Corsica and by his defeats of the fleets of 
France and Spain in the bay of Gibraltar. 

Since then at least half a dozen members of 
this old Dorsetshire family have fallen in 
battle, and, with two exceptions, every one 
ot the men has done service either in the 
army or in the navy. They are, as a rule, 
good looking, although diminutive of stature, 
and the late Lord Hood in his bachelor days 
Was @ suitor for the hand of Princess Louise, 
Duchess of Argyll. 

Lord Hood’s aspirations are said to have 
been put aside on the ground that, being a 
mere viscount, his rank was insufficient, and 
later, when the princess married John Camp- 
bell. now Duke of Argyll, a witticism became 
current (ascribed to Lord Houghton) which, 
alluding to the small sige of the viscount, 
was to the effect that the royal family had 

*‘ strained at a gnat and swallowed a camel 
—the inter word having the same pronuncia- 
tion in England as the name of Campbell.

Had not the revolution in Portugal been 
brought to a head prematurely through the 


murder of the revolutionary leader, Dr. Bom- 
barda, a celebrated alienist, 


to a-well known Royalist family, King Man- 
uel. would have been whisked out of his king- 
dom in.an altogether different and peculiarly 
modern and twentieth century manner. 

He was booked to visit one of the eastern 
provinces, the premier’s constituency, on Oct. 
5, and all arrangements had been made by the 
revolutionists, according to which, once on 
board the train, the latter was to run away 
and not to stop anywhere until the frontier 
had been passed; a picked body of troops, 
won over to the republican cause, being 
stationed all along the boundary line so as 
to prevent him from reéntering Portuguese 
territory. 

As the train left the capital the cabinet 
ministers assembled at the railroad terminus 
to bid him farewell were to have been sur- 
rounded and arrested in a buhch, and the 
republic straightway proclaimed. 

Of course it would have been still more 
modern had he been carried out of his king- 
dom on board an aeroplane or in a balloon. 
But monarchs do not readily entrust them- 
selves as yet to these aerial forms of loco- 
motion, and the idea of the runaway train 
Suggested itself to the revolutionary junta 
as more practioal. 

— 


It is just as well that Marshal Hermes da 
Fonseca, the new president of Brazil, has 
left Europe to take up the duties of his office 
at Rio, for rulers in the old world hav 
ceased to welcome his visits, and had h 
lingered any longer it is doubtful whether he 
would have met with as cordial a reception 
at any of their courts as that accorded to 
him by the kaiser at Berlin. 

The fact of the matter is that he has won 
the reputation among them of being a jetta- 
tore and as bringing il] luck to their thrones. 
Thus, although a trusted adviser of Em- 
peror Dom Pedro II., he took a prominent 
part in the latter’s overthrow at Rio twenty- 
one years ago, his uncle, Deodore da Fonseca, 
becoming the head of the revolutionary gov- 
ernment, and the president of the newly pro- 
claimed republic of Brazil. 

Again, it was Hermes da Fonseca who was 
at dinner with King Manuel at the latter’s 
palace when the firing began which an- 
nounced the start of the revolution at Lis- 
bon, and before Fonseca sailed for Rio on the 
Brazilian battleship at anchor in the Tagus 
he was able to congratulate the republican 
junta at Lisbon on the success of their 
revolution and to drive with them through 
the city in order to show how thoroughly 
he approved of their conduct in ousting from 
the throne the unfortunate lad who had 
been hie host at dinner two evenings before. 

Other rulers are now afraid that if Fonseca 
were to take it into his head to visit them his 
presence in their capital might constitute 


the signal for a revolution which would 


cause them to share the fate of Dom Manuel 
and enable the Brazilian president to con- 
gratulate the authors of the revolution, In 
short, European sovereigne have come tothe 
conclusion that the new chief magistrate of 
Brazil is possessed of the evil eye; at any 
rate as far as they are concerned, 
—— 


So little has been heard about the Duke of 
Oporto, the brother of the late King Carlos, 
in connection with the recent revolution in 
Portugal that it is only fair to him to state 
that he was wounded while fighting at the 
head of the Royallst troops in Lisbon in the 
early morning following the night of the 
outbreak, was taken prisoner, and was forci- 
bly placed on board the former royal yacht 
Amelie. anchored in the Tagus, which the 
late king had turned over to the government 
and which was manned by officers and a crew 
upon whom the revolutionary junta could 
depend. 

The yacht was then directed to proceed 
to the point where King Manuel and the two 
queens were embarked, not as fugitives, but 
as virtual prisoners of the cavalry assigned 
to their escort. 

If the Duke of Oporto has remained a bache- 
lor it is largely because of a disappointment 
in love. At one time he was engaged to the 
Archduchess Marie Valerie, the youngest 
daughter of the Austrian emperor. The 
unfon would have been a suitable one fn every 
respect. All the Coburg influence was cast in 
favor of the match, owing to the fact that the 
duke is a grandson of that Coburg prince who 
became King Ferdinand of Portugal and 
who, gteat-grandfather of Don Manuel, is 
still survived by an American morganatic 
widow, Countess Edia, born as Elise Hensler 
at Bongos and at one time on the stage.

agency, but that it is an essential adjunc* 
to the church, and feeling that it is a de- 
partment of applied Christianity, this coh- 
vention will go far in establishing linesalong 
which the organization will hope to demon- 


i strate to the churchmen who have denied 


to it its rightful place that it is not only the 
church at work, but that it has found the 
way into the lives of men that the church 
proper has failed to do. 

The next most important subject to be 
discussed by the convention here Is the test 
which has been applied as a condition of 
membership in the organization. Heretofore 
in order to be a member in full and regular 
standing it has been necessary to be a m 
der of some evangelical church. The meee: 
department of the organization has faynd 
that this has worked a hardship upon many 
of the young men in the colleges and uni- 
versities, who, though they have become 
Christians after entering upon their college 
course, have felt that they did not desire to 
become identified with a local or university 
church: hence, they are debarred from be- 
coming regular members of the Young Men's 
Christian association. 

— 

The college secretaries, in view of this 
condition, are demanding that a revision 
of the constitution in this regard to be made 
so as to admit such men to become regu- 
larly identified with the movement. This 
is being objected to by certain officials of 
the organization who claim that if this in- 
novation is made, the distinctive Chris- 
tian character of the organization will be 
destroyed, and that men whom they feel 
should not become members will be made 
eligible. A movement is now on foot among 
certain delegates to the convention to have 
the matter postponed until the convention 
three years hence, but the advocates of the 
revision are all the more determined that 
the convention should act either in favor of, 
or against, their proposal. 

The general secretaries of the leading as- 
sociations of the Pacific coast have pre- 
pared resolutions, which they propose to 
present to the convention, and which, if 
adopted, will bring about an altogether dif- 
ferent kind of administration to that which 
has been binding since the organization be- 
gan to expand tp its present proportions. 

— 


They propose that Instead of having the 
administration of the North American as- 
sociation left in the hands of the secretaries 
of the general convention, it be delegated 
to the different local associations. Their 
resolutions have been printed and sent to 
each delegate to the convention in advance 
of their coming to Toronto, ＋. it is ex- 
ill be strongly 
opposed by the more conservative members 
of the association, who hold that it would 
be a dangerous departure, since it would 
leave the administration of the association 
to the mass of uninformed and legs inter- 
ested members throughout the country,

EVANS SHOWS IDENTITY. 
Health Commissioner Cross Ex- 


amines Witness Offered by 
Pairymen Opposing Law. 


Pasteurized milk vs. raw milk, the prinei- 
pal subject of discussion before the joint legis- 
lative committee appointed to investigate the 
merits and demerits of pasteurization and the 
tuberculin test yesterday, led to a series of 
tilts between Health Commissioner Evans 
and Dr. Edward Gudeman. 

Dr. Gudeman was introduced as an expert, 
but cross examination by Dr. Evans brought 
out the fact that he is a consulting chemist 
in the employ of Borden’s Condensed Milk 
company. Dr. Gudeman said he did not 
represent the Borden company. 

After Dr. Gudeman had given his testimony | 
as an expert witness as to pasteurization and 
Nie tuberculin test, Dr. Svans was allowed to. 
cross examine him. The health commis- fF 
sioner sought to show through his questions 
that the chemist was not qualified to testify 
as an expert and that the few tests he had 
made were not of sufficient value to be taken 
seriously by the committee. 

“ Pasteurization,’’ said Dr. Gudeman, “ isa 
false safety guard. The fact that pasteurized 
milk may be four or five days old before there 
is any indication to the consumer of its age. is 
@ real danger. Raw milk begins to sour in 
half that time. 


Calls Pasteurization a Makeshift. 

* Pasteurization I consider as a make 
shift. The important thing is to have the 
milk clean. I consider it of the utmost im- 
portance that the city or state exercise con- 
trol and supervision of the milk supply 
from the cow to the consumer. 

“If done immediately before the milk is 
consumed, pasteurization or sterilization 
would be a good thing. Milk that is pasteur- 
ized should never be over twenty-four hours 
old. 

“ would rather have raw milk with 12,- 
00,000 bacteria in it than pasteurized milk 

-containing 3,000,000 bacteria.’’ 

Dr. R. W. Webster of Rush Medical col- 
lege gave testimony in the morning favor- 
ing the pasteurization of milk in the homes 
rather than in the dairies. He also recom- 
mended the tuberculin test of all cows that 
supply milx to Chicago.

New York, Oct. 27.—[Special. -In its appli- 
tation to the stock exchange to list its first 
mortgage bonds, the corporation of Morris & 
Co. states that it was incorporated under the 
laws of Maine Oct. 16, 1903, with an author- 
ized capital of $3,000,000, and it succeeded 
by purchase to the packing business of Nel- 
son Morris & Co. and the Fairbank Can- 
ning company. The income account of the 
company for the year ended Oct. 30, 1900, 
was as follows:

in the annual report of the Union Pacific 
railroad issued today there is presented a 
detailed record of the results of the Union 
Pacitic’s investment in the Northern Pacific 
in 1001 and of the investment which it made 
out of its proceeds of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacitic stocks, which came to it 
through the liquidation of the Northern Se- 
curities company. 

These reinvestments were first made known 
when the Union Pacific was under investiga- 
tion four years ago by the Interstate com- 
merce commission, and the facts then re- 
vealed brought into public view the far reach- 
ing plans laid by the late E. H. Harriman 
to extend his influence over the railroade of 
the United States. 

These plans were only partly carried out 
and the change in the Union Pacific’s af- 
fairs which came with Harriman’s death 
brought them tg a close. 

The principal changes in the Union Pa- 
cific’s security holdings other than these 
include the elimination of $8,750,000 stock 
of the Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
company. 

The Union Pacific’s holdings of Southern 
Pacific were increased by §2,400,000. This 
apparently was acquired when the Union Pa- 
cific was adding to its holdings of Southern 
Pacific with a view to obtaining a clear ma- 
jority of the stock in anticipaton of the pas- 
sage of the new railroad law. The clause in 
the original draft of the bill which led the 
Union Pacific to adopt this course was cut 
out and the purchases of Southern Pacific 


ceased. The Union Pacific now holds about 
$10,000,000 less than an actual majority of 
Southern Pacific stock. 

Union Pacific earnings for the year ended 
June 30 already have been published. The 
total surplus for the year after the payment 
of dividends was 319,81. 824, an increase of 
$1,581,574 over the surplus reported for the 
previous year. The gross revenue increased 
14.57 per cent, while operating expenses in- 
creased 23.70 per cent, and taxes increased 
26.99 per cent. ‘he outstanding stock of the 
road was increased by $17,275,400 through the 
surrender of $30,231,950 convertible 4 per cent 
bonds. The retirement of these bonds was 
partially offset by the sale of $4,902,000 first 
and refunding bonds.

Judge Ward, in the United States Circuit 
court this afternoon handed down an order 
in the suit of the Underground Electric Rail- 
ways company of London, against Louis 8. 
Owsley as executor of the estate of Charles 
T. Yerkes, denying the motion of the Cen- 
tral Trust company and Speyer & Co., for 
leave to sell certain securities held by them 
as collateral for the payment of matured 
notes of Charles T. Yerkes. In his order 
Judge Ward says the court appointed a re- 
ceiver for the sole object of disposing of 
the real estate and art collections belonging to 
the decedent, and not for the administration. 
At the time the order was made there were in 
this district the securities mentioned in the 
petition, but the receivers were ordered not 
to take possession of them and there was 
nothing in their situation which made inter- 
ference by the court necessary. The order 
further says the receiver took possession and 
sold the property, turning over the proceeds 
to the executor of the Yerkes estate. Judge 
Ward says no difficulty exists as to the col- 
lection and administration of these assets 
and there is no need for the court to act.

The Consolidated Gas company has de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent, thus placing the stock upon a 6 per 
cent annual basis, compared with 4 per cent 
since 1907, inclusive. The dividend is paya- 

*ble Dec. 15 on stock of record Nov. 16. In 
discussing the action on the quarterly divi- 
dend of the Consolidated Gas company Pres- 
ident Cortelyou said the board of trustees 
felt that the condition of the company’s busi- 
ness justified the increase ordered at this 
time. Mr. Cortelyou added that this con- 
dition was due to a variety of causes, among 
other things the growth of the company’s fuel 
appliance business, an improvement in the 
industrial market for its residual products, 
economies effected in the cost of operation, 
an increase in earnings. of subsidiary com- 
panies, a reduction in the company’s fixed 
charges (due to conversion of $20,000,000 of 
6 per cent debentures into capital stock) and 
the payment by the city of a large percentage 
of interest which had accrued on the city’s 
lighting bills, adjusted last April, in con- 
nection with the adjustment of the company’s 
special franchise taxes.

BANKERS END CAIRO SESSION 


Recommend New U. S. Law Al- 
lowing Loans on Real Estate. 


CRABTREE IS PRESIDENT. 


Jacksonville Man Chosen to Head State 
Organization. 


Cairo III., Oct, 27.— [Special. The Bank- 
ers’ association of Hun wound up its 
twentieth annual convention this afternoon 
after passing a resolution urging the con- 
troller of curreticy to favor the passage of a 
law allowing national banks to loan money 
on real estate. 5 

The convention declared in favor of New 
Orleans as the logical place for hoiding the 
World's Panama Exposition. 

In one of the dest addresses that has been 
given before the meeting, E. R. Gurney, vice 
president of the First National bank of Fre- 


mont, Neb., this morning told the bankers. 
what was the matter with the American vank- 


ing system, in an address upon Banking 
and Finance.”’ 


Financiers Not Builders. 

Mr. Gurney said the legitimate field of 
finance was not construction, but consump- 
tion; that construction should be financed 
by capital and not by credit. He said the 
credit of the country had been used too much 
in capitalizing schemes which the future 
alone would tell whether they would return 
dividends or not, and cited the investments 
in worthiess lands to illustrate his point. 

Ine banks had been too easy in loaning 
money, with the result that when stringent 
times come they had to draw on their re- 
serves instead of upon their surplus, he said. 
He urged a strong central bank, with re- 
sources sufficient to take care of the other 
banks in time of need, as a means of making 
the finance of the country safe. 

One of the leading subjects befoBe the con- 
vention was that of soil conservation and 
the address of Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins. 


Says Soil Is Not Indestructible. 
The speakér took issue with the United 
States bureau of soils in its bulletins, au- 
thorized by the department of agricul‘urr, 
saying that the soil is the one indestructible 
asset that the nation possesses, that it cannot 
be exhausted or used up.

RATES HEARING 
CALLED OUTRAGE 
Gov. Stubbs of Kansas Says 


“Roads Should Be Prose; 
cuted for Conspiracy.” 


SHIPPERS’. AID WILIS. 


Witness Against Carriers Modi- 
fies His Opinions When 
Cross Examined, 


Proceedings before the interstate com- 
merce commission as a basis for a decision 
as to whether the railroads of the United 
States should be allowed to Increase freight 
rates, were characterised yesterday by Gov. 
W. R. Stubbs of Kansas as an outrage upon 
the American people. 

Gov. Stubbs arrived in thé city during the 
day and was an interested spectator at the 
rate hearing in the federal building prepare- 
tory to taking the witness stand for the 
shippers today. His objection was not based 
on any criticism of the commission, he said, 
but on the contention that the task is too 
great and that the roads ought to be prose- 
cuted for conspiring to raise rates in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law.’’ 

Congress never intended that the inter- 
state commerce commission should decide on 
such a big question as a general advance in 
freight rates on all of the roads in the United 
States at one time, he declared. t is al- 
together too big and important a task to be 
undertaken at one time. 


“Roads Ought to Be Prosecuted.“ 


The roads have no right to get together 
and agree to raise rates all over the country. 
They ought to be prosecuted under the Sher- 
man law and enjoined, as they were last 
spring, from advancing théir rates until the 
commission can take them up one at a time 
and find out whether they need more money. 
We know that some of them don’t. 

“This whole proposition is illegal. The 
roads have violated the law and they Ought 
to be stopped. This kind ofa proceeding will 
not establish justice. The people of the entire 
middle west are interested in this question, as 
it means an increase in their cost of living.” 

The Kansas executive is expected to give 
some interesting testimony, as he has been 
fighting the railroads for a long time and has 
some strong views on the subject of railroad 
rates. Asa former railroad contractor he is 
to discuss the cost of building railroads orig- 
inally as compared with their present capital- 
ization. 


Views Wilt Under Examination. 

E. J. McVann, traffic manager of the Oma- 
ha Commercial club, was the principal wit- 
ness of the day for the shippers and sought to 
convince the commission by means of figures 
he had prepared that the roads had grossly 
padded both their valuation and expense ac- 
counts. Mr. MeVann's conclusions from his 
figures wilted, however, under a cross exami- 
nation on technical points by the railroads’ 
counsel. 

Mr. McVann’s first attack was on the repro- 
duction value of the Burlington railroad sub- 
mitted by General Manager F. E. Ward at 
the previous hearing, which, he said, was 
about double the result obtained by his own 
methods of calculation. 

Mr. Ward had valued the land in the Omaha 
terminals at 83,300 000. Mr. Mevann said 
that the assessed value was $821,865 and that 
he had found upon investigation that the 
sales value of land in Omaha was About 25 
per cent higher than the assessed value 
which would give about $1,000,000 for the 
| terminals. ; 


Had to Pay Extra Value. 

He had also found that railroads in pur- 
chasing property in Omaha had been obliged 
to pay about 150 per cent of the ordinary 
sales value, which would increase the figure 
to $1,500,000. Taking the “ railroad value 
of land in other cities from reports by ex- 
perts of state commissions or legislatures as 
160 per cent of the sales value in Minneapo- 
lis, 175 per cent in St. Paul, and 125 per cent 
in Duluth, he had arrived at the conclusion 
that 150 per cent was a fair average, which 
he wished to apply to the entire land property 
of the road. 

“The whole conclusion reached by these 
figures,“ he said, is that the reconstructive 
value of the Burlington, as given by Mr. 
Ward, should be cut in half. That is on a 
valuation of $180,000,000 for terminals about 
$90,000,000 should be deducted to ascertain 
the real purchase value.“ 

Mr. McVann said he had included nothing 
outside of the city limits, as he had not 
understood that Mr. Ward had done so, and 
he did not know whether his figures included 
twenty-six acres of right of way through the 
city limits. He insisted, however, that Mr. 
Ward had increased his figures by multiplying 
the ordinary sales value of the land by three 
to get the railroad value instead of by one 
and a half, as he had done. 


Explains the Multiples Used. | 

Mr. Dawes declared that Mr. Ward had 
used three as a multiple only for the country 
right of way and two for the city property. 
This was on the theory that in addition to the 
purchase price of land a road frequently has 
to buy the buildings on a piece of property 
and tear them down, in addition to erecting 
viaducts, etc. N 

Mr. Mevann admitted he had made no in- 
vestigation: of the values of land in St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, or Duluth, but had taken re- 
ports of experts, whose Opinions he preferred 
to Mr. Ward’s, because they were puble 
officials. \ 

„ have made no special investigation of 
farm lands,“ he said, but from what I 
know of their value I think Mr, Ward has 
overestimated the cost.” 

Mr. McVann also presented figures relating 
to what he termed the unprecedented in- 
crease in operating expenses of the roads in 
1910 over 1909. These showed, he said, that 
the Santa Fe maintenance account had in- 
creased 25 per cent and its 25 of conducting 
transportation account 23 per cent; the Bur- 
lington maintenance account 16.5 per cent 
and conducting transportation 17 per cent; 
the Northwestern maintenance 22.5 per cent 
and conducting transportation 21.6 per cent. 


Tells Theory on Increases. 

He said he could not account for the in- 
creases éxcept on the theory that the men 
who were managing the roads wanted the ac- 
counts, large as they were, out of proportion 
to the increase in business.

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SUSPEND HIGHBR COAL RATES 


Roads Delay Advances from 
Mines to Chicago Till Dee. 1. 


WANT TIME FOR INQUIRY. 


State Commissioners to Investigate 
Basis of Schedules, 


Increased freight rates on coal from the 
Illinois mines to Chicago, which the roads 
had‘ announced to go into effect on Nov. 1. 
will be suspended until Dec. 1, as the result 
of a conference between the railroad officials, 
representatives of the shippers, and Chair 
man O. F. Berry of the Illinois railroad and 
warehouse commission yesterday morning. 

In the meantime, the commission will con- 
tinue its investigation of the reasonableness 
of the rates and has agreed to hand down a 
decision before Dec. 1 as to whether it will 
reduce the present schedule of maximum 
rates, which are even higher than the rates 
proposed by the roads. 


Advances Are 10 Cents a Ton. 

The advances amount to 10 cents a ton and 
are the same as proposed to be put into effect 
by the roads on June 1. Following com- 
plaints by the Illinois Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation the commission undertook an investi- 
gation and the roads agreed to suspend their 
rates without an order for sixty days. When 
the commission withheld ite decision pending 
the general rate decisions of the interstate 
commerce commission the roads refiled their 
rates to take effect on Nov. 1. 

Mr. Berry absolved the roads of any impu- 
tation of bad faith, saying: True to their 
agreement. the roads notified us promptly of 
their action and asked that the state rates be 
disposed of by Nov. 1. As they had told us 
before, however, that our decision need not 
be hurried until the federal commission had 
finished its investigation, we are not in a po- 
sition to announce a finding, and some addi- 
tional time will be necessary.“ 


Santa Fe Directors Renamed. 
At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Santa Fé at Topeka during the day 
E. P. Ripley, Byron L. Smith, Charles Steele, 
Sand Howell Jones were reslected directors for 
a term of four years. The other routine busi- 
ness of the meeting was ta approve the pur- 
chase or lease of several small subsidiary 
roads during the year, It developed at the 
meeting that the Santa Fé now has 28,000 
stockholders, an increase of 3,000 since last 


year. 


ROADS WIN LEMON RATE CASE.

“ First—Protection for its property. 

Second Freedom from interference with 
its business methods as long as they are 
clean and honest. 

“This is all we ask. We do not seek to 
evade legitimate responsibilities. 

“In the forty-one years that have elapsed 
since the original linds was projected from 
Atchison to Topeka, the Santa Fé has paid 
its owners less than 3 per cent on its capi- 
talization. We are told there is water in it 
—I don't think so—but suppose even that it 
is one-third water, the earnings would still 
show less than 5 per cent on the actual capi- 
tal invested. Is that an excessive return 
for those who have risked their money in the 
enterprise?’’
